Next week-end, October 1-3, Greenbelt celebrates the 
100th anniversary of the birth of the person who was re¬ 
sponsible for its creation—Franklin Delano Roosevelt.

The weekend will begin on Fri¬ 
day, October 1, at 7 p.m. with a 
reception for the First Families. 
Tne event, by invitation only, will 
be hosted by Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. in the City Council Cham¬ 
bers. 

Following the reception, the 
community is invited to a dance 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. in Green¬ 
belt Center School's auditorium. 
The dance, sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Lions and Lion Belles, 
will commemorate the period of 
the 30s and 40s with dress styles 
and music. Even those who do 
not dance are encouraged to at¬ 
tend as the get-together will fea¬ 
ture photo sessions, a sing-a-long, 
contests and much mingling. 

On Saturday, October 2. the 
Municipal Building will be open 
from 10 a.m, to 4 p.m. for those 
who want to view a display of the 
.original Greenbelt furniture, spe¬ 
cially designed for the homes in 
a "make-work” project and often 
paid for by the First Families in 
installments along with the 
monthly rental fee. With the fur¬ 
niture wii! he a historical display 
of early Greenbelt photographs, 
many not exhibited previously. 

Beginning at 10 a.m., also, noted 
Greenbelters will lead a walk 
along the Greenbelt Trail. From 


More than half the total Demo¬ 
cratic registrants reside in Bowie 
precincts (56.4%). Just under one 
in four—24.8%—live in Greenbelt. 
Just under one in live—19.8%— 
live in neither city. 

In the recent election a some¬ 
what higher percentage of Green- 
belt’s registered voters saw fit to 
do their civic duty than their Bo¬ 
wie counterparts — 43.9% and 
40.1% respectively. In the "other” 
precincts, 31.9% of registrants 
voted in the County Council con¬ 
test. For the district as a whole 
the total was 39.5%. 

A distant second to Castaldi in 
Greenbelt was incumbent Coun¬ 
cilman Roy Dabney, who receiv¬ 
ed 9.9% of the vote. A1 Golato’s 
and William Wildman's percent¬ 
ages were 6.2, and 1.6 respectively. 

In Bowie, Golato received half 
of the total vote cast, but Castaldi 
secured almost one-third of the 
remainder. The Dabney-Wildman- 
Castaldi percentages of the Bowie 
vote were 17.2, 17,2 and 15.9 re- 


the assembly point in front of 
Suburban Bank, the walk will 
continue through the underpasses 
and along the inner walkways.

“The City,” the half-hour docu¬ 
mentary film which depicts the 
construction period and life in 
Greenbelt when the first residents 
arrived. Following the short film, 
a full-length feature film, circa 


spectively. The Castaldi showing 
was impressive against three op¬ 
ponents, all of whom reside in 
Bowie. 

In the “other” precincts, i,e. 
not in Bowie or Greenbelt. Cas¬ 
taldi received more than half— 
56.8% of the votes cast. Second 
again as he was in Greenbelt was 
Dabney with 27.4%. Golato and 
Wildman percentages were 11.5 
and 4.3 respectively. 

For the District as a whole, 
Castaldi secured 40.8% of the 
vote. Golato was a distant second 
with 31.5%, Dabney and Wildman 
garnered 16.8% and 10.8% respec¬ 
tively. Clearly, too, Castaldi’s 
strength was spread more evenly 
through the district than that of 
any of his rivals. For example, 
88.7% of the votes received by 
Golato were cast in Bowie. By 
contrast, although Castaldi was 
the overwhelming favorite of 
Greenbelters, they furnished only 
55.7% of the votes that he re¬ 
ceived.

Sunday Events 

On Sunday, October 3, the cele¬ 
bration moves to Greenbelt Lake 
Park. At 2 p.m., ceremonies begin 
with a performance by the Green¬ 
belt Concert Band, including some 
favorite pieces of the 30s and 40s. 
Sherrod East, an original resi¬ 
dent, will be the master of cere¬ 
monies, introducing the honored 
guests and dignitaries, among 
whom will be Lenore Thomas 
Straus, sculptor of the Center 
Statue and Center School friezes. 
Local, state and national figures 
are expected to attend. Ceremon¬ 
ies will conclude with the distri¬ 
bution of hot dogs, symbolic of 
the time that Franklin and Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt served hot dogs to 
the King and Queen of England, 
George VI and Elizabeth, just 
prior to the United States' entry 
into World War II. Though the 
hot dogs will be free, only one 
will be allotted per person. The 
Bowmans of Gunners Mate will 
provide lemonade. 

The FDR Centenary Committee 
is grateful to the Greenbelt Co-op 
Supermarket for supplying the 
hot dogs and Giant Food for the 
buns, and to members of the 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club for lending their 
culinary expertise in preparing 
the fare. 

In case of rain, Sunday's events 
will be held at the Greenbelt 
Youth Center. 

Founding of the Town

The city’s FDR Centenary 
Committee has been working 
for several months to plan a 
weekend of events to honor 
the President whose vision¬ 
ary planning led to the con¬ 
struction dl Greenbelt, one 
of the first planned commun¬ 
ities in the country. 

The weekend is dedicated to the 
100th anniversary of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt's birth, as well 
as the 45th anniversary of the 
date that the first residents moved 
into the new green town. This was 
the first one of three to be con¬ 
structed by the FDR administra¬ 
tion in those depression days of 
the 1930’s. The two other towns 
are Greenhills, Ohio and Green- 
dale, Wisconsin. 

Greenbelt was a "make work” 
project for thousands of the un¬ 
employed. Hand tools were used 
whenever possible in the con¬ 
struction of the city in order to 
employ as many as possible. The 
concept of Greenbelt emphasized 
neighborhood and a healthy en¬ 
vironment in a garden-like set¬ 
ting for its first hand-picked 
families. Criteria for residency 
were rigorous; applicants had to 
meet income standards; come 
from crowded, urban dwellings; 
be of f "good character” and

It’s the Sunday night ev¬ 
ening gown competition for 
the Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
and Liz Greig, awaiting her 
turn to be questioned, feels 
a mosquito land on her eye¬ 
lid.

“I don't like thinking about 
winning things," Greig says, “be¬ 
cause then you have the wrong 
attitude. I think you should just 
do the best you can." 

Greig’s thoughts on competi¬ 
tion, garnered from years (9) of 
playing soccer and a strong in¬ 
terest in track, enabled her to un¬ 
selfconsciously display her art¬ 
work and to play piano for the 
entertainment part of the com¬ 
petition. A piano student for only 
two years who has never played 
for others, she says, “I have nev¬ 
er done anything like that. It was 
a good experience."

Sen. Sarbanes Accepting 
Academy Applications 

Senator Paul S. Sarbanes has 
announced that his office is now 
accepting applications for nomi¬ 
nations to the four United States 
Service Academies. 

Young people interested in at¬ 
tending the U.S. Naval Academy, 
U.S. Military Academy, U.S. Air 
Force Academy or the Merchant 
Marine Academy should obtain 
nomination application packets 
as soon as possible. The packet 
contains all the necessary infor¬ 
mation and forms. “Completed 
applications will be carefully re¬ 
viewed,” Senator Sarbanes said, 
“and those candidates who ap¬ 
pear to meet the minimum en¬ 
trance standards established by 
the academies will be invited to 
interviews before the Academy 
Interview Board.” 

To qualify, applicants must be 
U.S, citizens; Maryland residents 
at least 17 years old but not more 
than 22 by July 1, 1983; have the 
equivalent of a high school edu¬ 
cation with high academic stand¬ 
ing in school; demonstrate extra¬ 
curricular or community activi¬ 
ties or both which demonstrate 
leadership potential; and have 
received scores on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test generally in excess 
of 500 on the verbal portion and 
550 on the math portion.

In a short time, almost surely 
Jim and Mary Agnes Smith will 
be leaving Greenbelt. In an ex¬ 
hibition of almost unpar&lled 
stupidity, Jim became the victim 
of a reduction in force. 

Jim and Mary have been con¬ 
scientious and competent contri¬ 
butors to the public weal. They 
have been exemplary neighbors. 
They have been good friends. 

I am awire of some of Mary’s 
contributions to the community, 
but I am much better acquainted 
with Jim’s. With apologies to 
her, therefore. I shall concentrate 
on Jim’s activities. 

My first awareness of Jim oc¬ 
curred in 1964, I believe when I 
heard of his having spoken force¬ 
fully and well in a zoning hear¬ 
ing. Shortly after that he join¬ 
ed the Steering Commitee of Citi¬ 
zens for a Planned Greenbelt of 
which I was a member. In 1965 
he was elected to GHI Board of 
Directors where we were col¬ 
leagues for the next six years. It 
was during those years when I 
gained my real appreciation of 
his extraordinary ability. 

Jim continued on the Board af¬ 
ter I left it. As a matter of fact, 
except for two years, his service 
has been continuous since 1965. 
About half that time, he served 
as President of the corporation.

Cont. from page 1 
healthy. Married couples would 
start out in a small one-bedroom 
unit and move to larger homes as 
their families grew. Residents 
were white, and reflected the re¬ 
ligious composition of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. at the time. Most had 
high school educations and were 
skilled or semi-skilled. 

Once they moved in, other re¬ 
strictions were imposed: no pets, 
no laundry on the line past 4 p m. 
and never on Sunday; hedges and 
lawns had to be properly clipped. 
Enforcement could mean eviction 
for those who failed to comply. 
As incomes rose, some of the first 
residents had to move out. 

Though there was a municipal 
city manager form of govern¬ 
ment, the federal government 
owned the town until 1952 when 
the original homes, 60 apartments 
and the surrounding land were 
purchased by the residents who 
formed Greenbelt .Veterans Hous¬ 
ing Corporation, later Greenbelt 
Homes. Inc. (GHI). Other gov¬ 
ernment properties (apartment 
buildings, shopping center) were 
privately purchased. Land was 
sold and the city expanded. 

Many stories of those earlier 
days will be printed in the “Rec¬ 
ollections’' to be published in next 
week’s special issue of the News 
Review. As residents were invited 
to take part in the celebration, 
they have come forth with won¬ 
derful vignettes of what those 
“pioneer” days were like. For 
some, the weekend will be home¬ 
coming, an opportunity to greet 
old friends and reminisce.

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GHI Board Tackles Many Problems

The September 9 board 
meeting a? Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) and GHI Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (GHI- 
DC) was another marathon 
meeting not adjourning until 
1 a.m. In a departure from 
most recent meetings, no vi¬ 
sitors or members requested 
the floor. Items on the agen¬ 
da included a presentation 
by a representative of Storer 
Communications, Inc., dis¬ 
cussions relating to rehab 
and member exemptions, and 
the need for upgrading com¬ 
puter software for 1983 bud¬ 
get programming. 

GHIDC 

During a brief meeting of 
GHIDC, the board approved the 
extension of the contract with 
Capital Electric. For work not 
affecting heat, the deadline was 
extended to December 31 and for 
heat work until November 15. 
This extension was granted since 
the contractor had not included 
time for installation of grills on 
the heating units and wall ther¬ 
mostats as these items were add¬ 
ed after the contract was signed. 

Statistics were presented show¬ 
ing that, as of September 9, 92% 
of the heat conversions had tak¬ 
en place. As of the same date, 
20% of the masonry window in¬ 
stallations had been completed. 

At the outset of the meeting, 
president Jim Smith surprised 
most members of the board and 
audience with the announcement 
that, due to a Reduction in Force 
(RIF), he would be leaving his 
position with the Department of 
Agriculture immediately. He felt 
the board should be aware of this 
as it leaves his future plans un¬ 
certain. 

Cable TV 

A representative from Storer 
Communications, Inc. made a 
presentation regarding cable tel¬ 
evision coming to GHI. Storer has 
been stringing cable throughout 
the city in recent weeks, but a 
problem has arisen regarding 
providing cable to GHI homes. In 
normal situations, a cable is 
strung from the telephone pole to 
a subscriber’s home. The cable 
enters the home with the tele¬ 
phone wire. In GHI homes, there 
is only one telephone line to a 
row, not a line to each unit. Thus 
Storer would need to run a line 
under the rows to each unit as 
the telephone line is now run or 
would need to have an overhead 
cable connected to each unit. 
Storer prefers the first option and 
wishes GHI to consider a pro¬

posal whereby each GHI unit 
would be hooked up to cable ser¬ 
vice and GHI would pay a flat fee 
of $3.50 per month for basic ser¬ 
vice to each unit. This fee is half 
of the current monthly base fee 
of $6.95. This would put GHI in 
the position of collecting fees 
from the members. Since this is¬ 
sue poses numerous choices and 
problems, the board instructed 
management to provide informa¬ 
tion to the membership and to set 
up a membership meeting for 
discussion of options. 

Rehab Issues 

The board had anticipated mak¬ 
ing a final determination of the 
conversion of the solar-heated 
units at this meeting. Manage¬ 
ment discussed the costs associ¬ 
ated with solar heating. Some of 
the affected members indicated 
that they had been led to believe 
that they would remain on solar 
heat and now, with one week's 
notice, are being told that the 
heat will be changed. Manage¬ 
ment indicated that it would be 
very expensive for the affected 
members to maintain the solar 
heat themselves. The board re¬ 
quested management to provide 
more financial data on which 
system will be more cost effective 
for the members to operate. 

Another heating-related issue 
concerned three of the freestand¬ 
ing homes on Woodland Way. 
These homes have their own fur¬ 
naces of varying ages. Exemp¬ 
tions from the heating program 
had been requested in January, 
but the board tabled discussion 
until September. The board ap¬ 
peared to be in agreement to 
grant the exemptions, but could 
not agree on whether the mem¬ 
bers should be required to pur¬ 
chase the furnaces from the cor¬ 
poration and, if so, how much 
should be charged, as the fur¬ 
naces were of various ages and in 
varying stages of repair. Manage¬ 
ment was requested to obtain an 
estimate of the current worth of 
the furnaces. 

The use of the boiler plants af¬ 
ter rehab was discussed again, but 
no progress was made. The board 
requested management to develop 
a list of plants by address, size, 
whether located in a member’s 
yard, and possible uses with dol¬ 
lar estimates for conversion. 

Computer software 

Management is seeking to allo¬ 


cate $12,000 to purchase computer 
software and a fixed-disc needed 
for 1983 budget programming. 
After substantial discussion by 
board members, management, and 
members in the audience regard¬ 
ing the advisability of continuing 
to purchase computer services 
versus having the capability to 
perform the computer processing 
in-house, the board approved the 
allocation. 

Key security 

The Audit Committee presented 
a report on key security. They 
found that the present security 
system was adequate for the pro¬ 
tection of members’ keys. The 
Committee did feel, however, that 
‘’one area of concern exists when 
the key leaves the GHI building.” 
They felt that at the end of re¬ 
hab, an extra key used by GHIDC 
should be destroyed. During the 
discussion following the report, 
the suggestion was made that 
perhaps all locks should be 
changed after the completion of 
rehabilitation.

No hedges, shrubs, trees, bushes, vines or any type of plants 
shall be permitted to obstruct or interfere with the function of 
any hydrant, water or gas meter, or any other public utility valve 
or any drainage catch basin.
